el.” “Lal” means son. Thus, they 
were thinking of him as a pre- 
cious jewel of a son when they 
gave him the name.

evaluation of all aspects of our 
relations with those regimes.

McDermott’s statement, author- 
ized by James E. Webb, acting

In the role OPS Administrator Ellis 
Arnall likely will play in the steel price- 
wage dispute, Georgia’s former governor will 
indeed take on a formidable task. The whole 
government system of controls, including the 
price and wage formula, is being challenged 
in this dispute which is fraught with conse- 
quences for the entire nation. . 

If the wage demands are granted, the 
steel companies maintain the bill will have 
to be passed on to the public in price raises 
for steel. All items throughout the economy 
using steel would hike prices to make up 
for their added costs, touching off another 
round of the upward spiral in the inflationary 
movement.

other industries allied with steel and invite 
all other groups to take similar steps. 

The added cost of the defense program 
would mean less defense for more money and 
more deficit financing. These factors would 
add to the inflationary pressures which 
threaten thé very existence of our economic 
system. 

The steel wage-price dispute presents the 
nation with a crisis which affects us all: The 
union’s Feb. 24 strike deadline will probably 
be postponed until March. Final decision will 
probably be made by the National Labor Re- 
lations Board on how much the 650,000 union 
members in the steel mills should get in set- 
tlement of the union’s demands for a wage 


increase of 18% cents an hour and other 


benefits which would cost the companies that 
much more. 

In the meantime, the public will hope for 
cool heads in both labor and management in 
determining this vital issue which affects 
every citizen. In the present crisis in United 
States affairs selfish interests must not be 
allowed to destroy the framework of controls 
which have fought inflation to a standstill. 

A steel strike, which would deny the ma- 
terials necessary in building the tools for 
national security and in maintaining the eco- 
nomic functioning of the nation, would be a 
disaster. 

We hope this argument is settled without 
destroying controls as they exist and with 
the national welfare the prime consideration 
over those of selfish interests. 
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The Irwinville High School will be consoli- 
dated with the county high school at *Ocilla, 
which had already assimilated othér small 
high schools. 

The result, the Ocilla paper points out, 
will be a broader high school program than 
the seven-teacher Irwinville school could 
offer, especially in such fields as laboratory 
work. 

Other results should be more schooling for 
less money and a more closely knit eounty. 
- Slowly, but surely, Georgia counties are 
swinging toward consolidation. It’s the next 
logical step after the closing of the tradi- 
tional little red schoolhouse.

The Senior “Y” groups at the high 
school sponsored and conducted the course.

By conducting a mock election the “Y” 
group demonstrated the right way and the 
wrong way to manage a poll on primary day. 
The election managers and clerks were pres- 
ent 100 per cent, about 40 of them.

Progress Report 
On Education 


The annual report of the Board of Regents 
of the University System of Georgia came out 
last year on a dull-finish paper, and it closed 


with a iim resume of the crying needs of the system. This year, 
happily, the report is printed on a paper of high gloss, and the 
final pages carry songs of great rejoicing. There have been some 


changes made. 

Georgia is a long way down 
the road toward realizing its 
great potentiality for supporting 
higher education for its chil- 
dren. In a 10-year period the 
State of Georgia has increased 
more than fivefold its support of 
the University System. The state 
appropriated during the 1942-43 
school year an amount slightly 
in excess of $2,000,000 for its 
college program, and that was 
high education at a low level. 
This week the Board of Regents 
allocated $11,000,000 to the 
schools of the system, and nearly 
a $1,000,000 of the state appro- 


priation remains in a contin- 


gency fund. 

The report of the. Board of 
Regents published this week 
states: 


“The members of the Board 
of Regents, the institutions of 
the system, their officials, fac- 
ulty members, and other em- 
ployees wish to thank the 
governor, the members ‘of the 
General Assembly, and all 
others who were responsible 
for the increased appropria- 
tion to the University System. 
Their generous support has 
made possible the develop- 
ment in Georgia of a program 
of higher education that has 
been the dream of the leaders 
of the state for more than a 
eentury and a half.” 


The Board of Regents itself 
and the chancellor of the Uni- 
versity System, Harmon W. 
Caldwell, must be thanked for 
their roles in this great growth 
of the system. These educational 


leaders have kept the needs of 


the colleges before the public; 
the Strayer Report of the year 
1949 -was a decisive factor in 
measuring and publicizing the 
requirements of the University 
System, and it provided an in- 
telligent chartering of the way 


to progress. 

This is a growing state and 
there remains new horizons ever 
in front of the program for 
higher education. The Board of 
Regerits’ ‘teport recognized this 
fact. Here are a few paragraphs 
from a section headed “Finan- 
cial Needs of Students”: 

“The institutional reports in- 
dicate that from one-fourth to 
one-third of all students are in 
need of financial aid in order 
to continue their-college educa- 
tion. In many cases the institu- 
tions have been able to help stu- 
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' available. 


dents with loans or part-time 
jobs. Students are very reluc- 
tant, however, to borrow money 
fof their college expenses. At 
the University, for instance, with 
several hundred thousands of 
dollars available for student 
loans, loans were made to only 
101 students. The aggregate 
amount of thése loans was $18,- 
798.15. . 

“The University aided 594 
students with part-time jobs. At 
Georgia Tech 818 students had 
regular part-time employment 
and 1,078 had temporary posi- 
tions. 

“In view of the need of stu- 
dents for financial aid, it is not 
surprising that many were 
forced to leave college during 
the year because aid was not 
Facts are available 
that indicate that at least 400 
left during the year (1950-51) 
for this reason. The actual num- 
ber is probably much greater. 

“The studies made by the 
Strayer Committee indicated 
that 35 per cent of the top 25 
per cent of high school gradu- 
ates in Geargia never go to col- 
lege because they lack the nec- 
essary money. When we add 
to this number the number of 
those who enter college, but, for 
financial reasons, leave without 
completing their college pro- 
grams, it is apparent that thou- 
sands of the ablest Georgia boys 
and girls are missing the oppor- 
tunity for a college education 
because of the lack of money.” 

A scholarship program sup- 
ported by the state is suggested 
as a possible solution to this 
problem. Certainly, with higher 
education at the highest level in 
the history of the state, some 
method will be found to broaden 
the base of opportunity.

It 
is quite possible and often the 
ease that the very lowest quality 
of fruit is shipped under the so- 
called No. 1 grade. On the other 
hand, the very finest quality of 
eating oranges may be dumped 
for being “out. of grade.” 

The reason for the middle- 
man’s opposition to orchard-run 
fruit is obvious; his charges are 
from $1 to $2 per box, which 
cost must be borne by either the 
grower or the consumer. Gen- 
erally, the processes for which 


he charges the $1 to $2 include “ 


first bleaching and then dying 
the fruit. These processes take 
time and. temperature and fre- 
quently produce premature de- 
cay. Under the plan, therefor 
in which Mr. Linder is repo 

to concur; the consumer is re- 
quired to pay approximately 
double price for fruit that ha 
been rendered inedible. 

Mr. Linder could best serve 
the interests of the people. of 
Georgia if he could have placed 
upon the statutes of the state a 
law prohibiting the sale of 
bléached citrus. fruit.

Is No-Easy One 


WASHINGTON—The difficult job which 
Georgia’s plucky former Governor Ellis Arnall 
is taking over as director of price stabilization is 


best senicted by a cartoon in the Washington Post. It shows retiring 
OPS Director Mike DiSalle, his face dripping with perspiration, 
handing Arnall the abbreviated tail of a huge bear with an angry 
snarl on its face. The body of the bear ig labeled “price inflation,” 

while the tail dppendage Arnall is reluctantly reaching out to grasp 


is marked “controls.” 

- Post Cartoonist Herblock thus 
adequately characterizes the sit- 
uation Arnall is moving into. He 
is taking a bear by the tail. 

No one realizes this better 
than the former Georgia gover- 
nor. That is why he first turned 
the job down, and then con- 
sented to take it only after 
heavy pressure was brought on 
him by the White House and ad- 
ministration. 


Arnall’s first reaction when 
the post was proposed to him 
was that anyone would have 
to have a hole in his head to 
take over the assignment. His 
feeling was that if the person 
the appointment 
didn’t have a hole in his crani- 
um. when he accepted, he 
would end up with one later 
on. So the hole was bound to 
come one way or another. 


But someone had to assume 
the unpleasant task of policing 
the nation’s price and wage 
structure and Arnall was 
finally persuaded that it might 
as well be him. In doing so he 
made a sacrifice of personal in- 
come that should serve as an ex- 
ample to other successful busi- 
nessmen who Nave shied away 
from the government service be- 
cause of the modest salaries 
paid. As president of the Inde- 
pendent Motion Picture Produc- 
ers Association he receives an 
annual salary of $25,000. Other 
remuneration he receives from 
his law practice in Atlanta and 
the insurance company he heads 
will double this amount. His 
government salary as OPS di- 
rector will be $16,000 a year, 
with it necessary for him to di- 
vorce himself of all outside busi- 
ness activities. 

Come what may, however, the 
Georgian is determined to make 
the best out of a promising bad 
situation. He realizes that the 
shooting against him will be 
sharp from many directions, 
particularly those segments of 
Congress. which reflect the 
greed of the profiteers and the 
lust for every ounce of profit 
that the traffic will bear. 

One thing seems certain about 
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the job he is taking over. It 
promises to make his name a 
household word throughout the 
country. Nothing extends inte 
the fireside of American con- 
sumers like price controls and 
prices. It is capable of being 
fanned into one of the livest is- 
sues of the day and Arnall was 
never the shrinking violet te 
shun such an issue. Before he 
gets through he will make him- 
self known and felt far and 
wide. We may expect a generous 
display of dramatics on the score 
of holding the price line against 
further inflationary influences, 
if the occasion arises for the Of- 
fice of Price © Stabilization te 
crack down while the Georgian 
is calling the turn. 


As evidence of the publie 
limelight into which Arnall has 
been thrust by the appointment, 
even before his nomination has 
been confirmed he has already 
been,invited to appear on prac- 


tically every major radio and ’ 


television network of the coun- 
try. The only one he has ace 
cepted so far is a TV program 
out of Washington for next Sun- 
day afternoon. 

Unless he fails, which few of 
his friends believe he will do, 
he may yet emerge as one of the 
most powerful factors in the 
Truman administration.

I am inviting exposition as an old 
fogey, but I teethed on Frank Mer- 
riwell, Yale’s legendary one-man

and always succeeding, heroes, and a 
cast of other stout-hearted all-Ameri- 
can boys who came in paper-backed 
books priced at 10 cents.

Patten’s Try at a Comeback Fell Flat 


Merriwell was created by Gilbert Patten, who wrote as Burt 
L. Standish and died in 1946. As times and tastes changed, so did 
Patten’s state of affairs. After Merriwell was a dead commodity, 
Patten, years later was revealed as a poverty-stricken tenant of a 
rundown flat in New York City, the kind in which Horatio Alger 
often stationed his aces on arrival_in the town. 


Patten tried to crank up the Merriwell juggernaut again, 
but a comeback book on the son of Frank Merriwell fell flat. 
The Merriwell appeal had died with the 60-minute football man 
and the baseball player who could perform at all nine positions 


with equal finesse. 


Libraries of Merriwell books still exist, but in the role of 
museum pieces. They are collectors’ items, not for reading purposes.
